POINTS TO REMEMBER 


ON WAR REGISTRATION; 


READ THEM CAREFULLY 


[BY ASSOCIATED PflESSj 
Washington, May 26.—In its cam 
palpn to stimulate interest in regis- 
tration June 5 for the war army, the 
war department today issued a mem- 
orandum emphasizing the seven car- 
dinal'.points to be remembered partlc- 
ularK by men between the ages If 21 
and 30 inclusive, who will 
be re- 
quired to register. The memorandum 
followe: 
1. There is only one day for regis- 
tration, June 5, 1917. 
2. Every male resident of the United 
States who has reached his ' twenty- 
first birthday and has not reached his 
thirty-first birthday, must register on 
the day set, June 5, 1917.

WHEAT TRADE SLUMP 


HITS OTHER GRAINS

Chicago, May 26.—Shriveling up of 
the trade in future deliveries of wheat 
has been accompanied this week by 
price losses of 9% to 17 cents. Options 
in other commodities also became less 
expensive, com declining one-eighth 
to six and one-eighth; oats 2% to o% 
and provisions 22 to 82. Despite, the 
almost uniform downward movement 
of wheat values, sellers at first over- 
reached 
themselves. 
Reports 
were 
current that the entente nations had

States, but no evidence of aoy such 
liquidation developed, and temoprarlly 
the market went soaring when short 
sellers, who wished to even up trades,

After this incident, however, the 
volume of transactions in wheat be- 
came extremely small-in view of pe,nd- 
ing legislation at Washington and be-

stringent existing restric- 
tions 
Prices fell almost unimpeded 
thereafter,

brokers still engaged in wheat trading 
found that the smallest grain pit on 
'chanffe afforded ample space tor aJl 


of the 1917 wheat har- 
est was reported from Texas on Wed- 
nesday, but it was said that cutting 
would not be general there for ten 
days or two weeks, and as a result

Have you subscribed to the Liberty 
Loan? 
Do you know that a loan of two bil 
lion dollars subscribed on a pro rata 
basis would mean a subscription o 
twenty dollars for every man, woman 
and child in the whole United States 
Do you know that this loan calls for 
six to eight per cent of the bank re- 
sources of tne United States?

vllle must subscribe between $240,000 
and $300,000 before the fifteenth o

These were some of the facts em 
phasized at a meeting of the Rock 
County Bankers' association held last 
evening at the Grand Hotel to discuss 
the distribution of the loan throughout 
the county and to perfect an organlza 
tion which will carry it into every 
corner of the county, Into the shops 
and the factories and the farms.- 
There are in the United States bu 
200,000 bond buyers. In the entire 
country there are not more than .2,000, 
000 people who ever have been invest 
ors. A loan of two billion dollars de- 
mands at least 4,000,000 subscribers 
"These must be created," said 'W. L. 
Ross of the Liberty Loan Distribution 
Committee and chairman of the Wis 
consln division of this 
Federal Re 
serve district, "that is the task before 
the bankers, before the 
country ai 
present, t Is a tremendous job, but .it 
must be done. The flrst loan must be 
taker, up, not by the banks but by the 
peop.e at large, by the small investor 
i-Jngland's first loan was absorbed al 
most entirely by the banks, and even 
todav they hold seventy-five per cent 
of those bonds. Such a condition musi 
not exist here. The people must be 
made to realise the urgent need for 
subscribing. It means either payment 
now to the government, or indemnity 
later to the enemy. It is either bonds 
or bondage. 
"Tha only effective way of carrying 
publicity to all the people, of reaching 
the sruali investor, is through an or- 
ganization which extends into all com- 
munities, which is representative, and 
which has the influence and energy to 
push it to a positive success. . Else- 
where we have found that the county 


I organization was the most successful, 


j in' that it was founded upon a definite 
recognized unit, and was limited by 
geographical boundaries." 
Accordingly the association voted to 
form a county executive committee to 
consist of the officers of the associa- 
tion with three other members to be 
named by them. In each of the vari- 
ous communities of the county, the as- 
sociation members will serve as local 
committees. These committees would 
be supplemented by others, compris- 
ing the mayor or postmaster and in- 
fluential men 
in 
all walks of life. 
Through them the publicity so essen- 
tial to an adequate distribution of the 
loan can be spread throughout the sev- 
eral districts of the county, and each 
vocational class can be reached by an 
important member of that group. 
Mr. Ross further suggested that in 
addition to the county and local ad- 


. ministrative committees, there should 
be named certain divisional chairmen, 
'who in turn would appoint committees 
for handling the various phases of the. 
bond distribution. One would confine 
Its efforts solely to the securing of the 
subscriptions of the industrial inter- 
ests; another would 
look after the 
mercantile interests; a. third would 
take caro of the churches; while oth- 
1 ers would be named for lodges, for 
farmers, for general publicity, and for 
the movies. It is expected that aome 
such plan will be followed out in the 
organization locally. 
"A week or more ago it was realized 
that the Liberty Loan was not going 
as it -should," said 
C. V. Price, in 
opening the discussion, "consequently 
it was realized that all interests must 
be united in putting it across. A meet- 
ing of bankers was held in Chicago to 
Inspire enthusiasm among the mem- 
bers and to impress upon all the neces- 
sity of immediate action, and of an 
efficient organization. This has led up 
to the volunteering of a large number 
of financial men, who have been sent 
out through various divisions of this 
federal 
reserve district to push the 
campaign. 
"It is the most important loan to be 
made, because it is our. first crack at 
the enemy. The real problem is to 
get to-the Individual, to the small In- 
vestor, to get out the hoarded money, 
to impress all with the seriousness of 
this war, to bring the resources of the 
nation into work. It is our first drive, 
and it must be put over." 
"There are at this time over a thou- 
sand financial men in this district 
who are giving their 
time to this 
work, as -Mr. Price and Mr. Prehn are 
doing here," continued Mr. Ross. "The 
whole district-is divided into-units in 
each of which a group is working. 
Their work is largely to get in touch 
with the bankers, because they are 
the ones to be most affected by this 
loan, in that all the money must come 
from the bank deposits.

facts. If they dodge them the peonle 
will pny the penalty, and they should 
be lightened of all needless burdens 
at a time when special sacrifice is re- 
quired of ererytody. There are many 
taxes that, under our laws, increase 
automatically with the constant ribe 
of assessments.

Last year 1he

mind when thinking about the "con- 
scrtption of money?' 
Every dollar 
needieily taken from the poor man in

taken from the man of prodnc..ive 
business activity may take it •way 
from basineti employment. Neither 
can be unduly or needlewly burdened 
without diTidinlr the penalty 
with 
everybody. No real man wants to 
shirk his patriotic duty, and for that 
very leason his duty should now be 
measured by national necessities -and 
not by local extravagances.

Answer — When the letter which .ap- 
peared in Monday's Gazette was writ- 
ten. the bud.6 on the fruit trees were 
just beginning; to show. Unfortunate- 
ly, however, there 
was a delay in 
prill t.'Cf? the article BO that tlie trees 
were in full bloom when the, article 
appeared and the -advice did not apply 
to the conditions. It le not wise to 
spray fruit trees when in bloom on 
account of the bees. They should tie 
sprayed when the buds show .pink on 
the apple trees and white on cherries 
and plums. They should be sprayed 
again when the blossoms fall and a 
third time ten days later, or before 
the calyx cups close. These spray- 
ings are for prevention of damage by 
scab and by codling inoth, and chew- 
ing insects such as plum or 
ap;>le 
gouger. For scab either Hme sulphur 
or Bordeaux Is applied, the lime sul- 
phur deeming just now to have ihe 
preference for the spray at this time, 
as the Bordeaux may cause the rus- 
seting of the fruit. For the. codling 
moth or chewing insects, powdered 
arsanate of lead, combined with the 
Bordeaux or lime sulphur, is used. Jf 
Bordeaux te used the .proportion of 
5 Ibs. of copper sulphate and 6"lbs. of 
lime to 50 gallons of water is rignr; 
if limo sulphur, use 1 xallon to 40 gal 
Ions o£ water.

Fertile ones are easily spoiled and 
are the ones from which the trouble 
comes when there are bad eggs. We 
are told that .pure chickens are going 
to be profitable this year, but if you 
have not fertile eggs you would better 
buy liggs for the next hatch than to 
invest in roosters now. 


Set Tomato Plants About June 1. 
Don't be in a hurry about getting 
the tomato plants out. Those who 
had. them out before the 22nd wish 
tbey were still in pots, for many were 
frozen on "Tuesday, the 22nd. Set the 
late plants deep, covering a 
large »«' 
porUon of the •stem.

roots will form, giving a good stocky 
plant with abundant roots. You can 
harden your plants before setting by 
putting them out of doors and by let- 
ting; the earth get quite dry, even so 
that they wilt a little, then watering 
and letting them > dry again.

When a team 
makes a couple of runs in the iirdt 
inning the fan- as a rule considers 
the same settled, because if the los- 
ing team starts batting enough to 
overcome that lead the pitcher usu- 
al 1-y is replaced by a fresh 
flinger. 
The only way a team can overcome 
a lead of five runs nowadays is to be 
helped toy a nock of errors or the 
hand of Providence.^
